gratulatory back-slapping for the status quo. 

If I could encourage just one young per- 
.<on tu take advantage of his opportunities, 
such as they are, and hope that his elders have 
the foresight to help his followers start on an 
euqal educational footing at some future date, 
then my comments will have been worthwhile. 
Hut civilizations have crumbled while precious 
time was wasted on flambouyant dissertations 
on social problems and projected soutions.
